Forest Fire by 
Cypriots Kill I! 
British Soldiers 


Scorn Ba mod in

NICOSIA, Cyprus (W — A for­ 
est fire apparently touched off 
by trapped leaders of the anti- 
British 
KOKA 
Greek 
Cypriot 
underground killed 19 British sol­ 
diers and burned scores of others, 
it was announced today. 
Operation “Lucky Alphonse,” a 
British army drive to capture the 
death-dealing 
guerrillas, 
turned 
into disaster for the British troops 
—the worst of the Cyprus rebel­ 
lion. 
The caged-in guerrillas were be­ 
lieved to have started the flames 
that roared through the dry pine 
woods of the Troodos 
mountains 
into the advancing 
lines of sol­ 
diers. It was the worst toll in 14 
months of battle. 
The British army said that 19 
were killed and 18 injured serious­ 
ly when the fire first burst onto 
the cordon of troops Sunday. An­ 
other 
50 casualties 
were being 
flown back tot hospitals today as 
the blaze raged out of control. 
The operation was aimed par­ 
ticularly at Cai. George Grivas, 
the British-trained Greek Cypriot 
leader of EOKA who once put a 
“price” on the head of Sir John 
Harding, the British military gov­ 
ernor of Cyprus. 
He was reported surrounded in 
the 400 square miles of pine woods 
and dense underbrush at one point 
but apparently escaped when the 
forest fire raced through the tin­ 
der dry woods toward the British 
army. 
Hospitals throughout the island 
were filled with burned men as 
British troops and civilians fought 
the flames.

Britain’s top troops—Marine com­ 
mandos, paratroopers, armor and 
ground 
units of the Royal

Force and the Royal Navy.

has appointed Charles H. Thomp­ 
son, Harrisburg, former State Su­ 
preme 
Court Justice, 
a special 
commissioner of the court to in­ 
vestigate practices of the Broth­ 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen and 
similar organizations in employ­ 
ing lawyers to render services to 
their members in personal injury 
cases. 
The court appointed Thompson, 
a former state senator and a for­ 
mer state chairman of the senate 
industrial affairs committee which 
deals with labor 
problems, 
last 
Friday. 
In 
the order naming 
Thompson the T r i b u n a l said 
Thompson’s inquiry “is an inves- 
ligation of a condition and not the 
acts of any designated person” 
and that no hearings will be pub­ 
lic until after a report is made. 
The order reads as follows: 
“Questions 
have arisen 
as to 
the practices of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen and similar 
organizations 
in employing 
law­ 
yers 
to render 
service to their 
members in personal injury cas­ 
es, and the practices of individual 
lawyers in connection with those 
cases. 
These 
questions 
involve 
important issues related to the ad­ 
ministration of justice. 
“They 
are of interest to the 
public and the legal profession. 
The court wishes to explore 
the 
m atter and to that end hereby ap­ 
points the Honorable Charles 
H. 
Thompson as special commission­ 
er of this court, with power to in­ 


quire into and take proof of all 
relevant factual matters and to 
report the testimony together with 
the applicable principles of law, 
to the chief justice. 
“This inquiry is an investigation 
of a condition and not the acts of 
any 
designated person 
and for 
these reasons the commissioner 
shall not conduct public hearings 
until report is made, after which 
such further steps will be taken 
as 
may be deemed 
appropriate 
and necessary. 
“The commissioner is authoriz­ 
ed to administer oaths and take 
testimony 
and hear legal 
argu­ 
ments of interested persons. Upon 
his request the clerk of the court 
shall issue writs of subpoena ad 
testificandum, writs of subpoena 
duces tecum or dedimus potest- 
alem to take depositions. 
The 
proceedings hereunder shall not 
be deemed to be in lieu of or an 
amendment to rule 
59 of this 
court. 
(Rule 59 has to do with 
disbarment of attorneys).” 
The action of the court is the 
outgrowth of a motion by William 
C. Wines, Chicago attorney, for 
leave to file a petition for a dec­ 
laratory judgment or a directive 
order concerning the practice of 
tow in a case involving the Broth­ 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen in 
employment of attorneys to han­ 
dle injury cases of members of 
the Brotherhood and “as to whe­ 
ther the candidly admitted facts 
(listed In Wines’ petition) trans­ 
gress any canon of ethics” of the 
legal profession.

Hagerty 
said the President expressed his 
and continued vital inter­ 
in having Congress restore 
a “ major portion” of the $1,100,- 
000,000 House cut in the foreign 
aid program, and his “very great 
interest in getting movement en 
the school bill.” 
Reporters besieged Nixon on his 
departure from 
the presidential 
suite with questions about Mr. Eis­ 
enhower's political intention. 
After 
denying 
"categorically” 
that the question was discussed 
this morning, Nixon said tost the 
question of whether the President 
will reconsider his decision to run 
for re-election is one that the 
“President alone” can answer. 
He said 
Mr. Eisenhower will 
make the decision and select his 
own “time and place” for announc­

He said it would not be 
“proper” for him, Nixon, to specu­

In these days when the nation’s 
airlines are outdoing the railroads 
in several major travel eategor 
ies, handling a big multi engined 
aircraft it almost like piloting a 
ship. Operations teem so imper 
sonal it’s hard to remember hu­ 
man beings are in charge. 
An 
event that took place a 
short time ago serves to remind 
us, however, that air travel ii 
not yet quite mechanised. 
Capt. Harry Hukiaf, s Unitad 
Air Lines pilot, 
turned in his 
wings at the mandatory retire­ 
ment age of OO. Behind him lay a 
carcer that reads like s capsule 
history of U. S. aviation. 
Hs suited flying in military 
service during World War I,* tak­ 
ing the sttek of sn old fburcylin- 
der plane with less power than 
today’s cst*. 
Then he flew the 
airmail for the Post Office De­ 
partment, flirting with the rug­ 
ged Sierra Nevada mountain! be­ 
tween San Francisco and Reno. 


Once he crashed in a tree when 
he 
climbed too high and his 
plane’s carburetor frost. Another 
time ha couldn’t find Reno so set 
his ship down in the desert and 
trudged along with the mail sack 
slung over his shoulder. 
Flying later for a commercial 
company, ha triad to put his plane 
down in a meadow when cloud! 
blotted out the airfield, lb hit a 
power line and 
crashed into a 
river. 
He was an experimenUl flier 
fbr a time in the 1990’s, helping 
to 
develop blind-flying techni­ 
ques. 
His career with United began 
before this. In World War II, fly­ 
ing tht Pacific 
under the Air 
Transport Command, he made the 
first landing at Okinawa when 
the shape-up for the occupation of 
Japan stetted. He landed at To­ 
kyo on the first day of the occupa­ 
tion. 
After the war he handled Unit- 
ed’s first San Frandsco-Hawaii 
flight in 1947. Altogether he was 
at the controls fbr more than I,- 
OOO crossings on this route. His 
very last trip took him from the 
islands to the mainland. 


Huking is said to be the nation's 
senior airline pilot. Certainly his 
lifetime in the air—seven million 
miles of it—is about aa colorful as 
anyone could ask. 
Probably there are many other 
commercial 
pilot* 
with long, 
fruitful and exciting personal ca­ 
reers. 
The door to the cockpit 
closes off most of these stories, 
and the heroes go largely unsung.

For Maniple, Air 
Foret contractors spend million* 
more to promote the Air Force 
through th e . Air Force Associa­ 
tion. N a v y contractors also help 
subsidize th e Navy League, which 
puts out pro-Navy propaganda. 
The co at of all this propaganda, 
of course, comes indirectly from 
the taxpayers through defense 
contracts. 
The contractors ac­ 
tually s a t aside t portion .of their 
defense profits to buy advertising 
and openly take sides in the Army- 
Nevy-Alr Force feuding. 
As p riv a te companies, they are 
not restricted by Pentagon rules 
against feuding. Thus the services 
get the benefit of this indirect 
publicity without hiving it charg­ 
ed against their publicity budgets. 
Congressman Patterson has ob­ 
tained a confidential breakdown of 
how m u ch defense money was 
spent on arm ed services advertis­ 
ing in 1954.

Crime Rises in 
Hot Weather, 
Hoover Warns 


WASHINGTON (UP)—FBI Chief 
J. Edgar Hoover warned the nation 
today that killers, rapists and rob­ 
bers strike most often in hot weath­ 
er. 
The warning was given in Hoo­ 
ver’s annual report on crime as 
the nation sweltered in the grip of 
an eight-day heat wave. 
The number of murders surged 
sharply upward from July to Sep­ 
tember last year, crime reports 
showed. 
Rapes and aggravated assaults 
both began their annual rise in 
July, with the strong-arm attack 
hitting its peak that same month. 
The yearly high for the sex offense 
was August. 
In general, Hoover reported, 
"People, not season, cause crimes. 
Different seasons, however, moti­ 
vate different crimes.” 
The FBI director cited summer 
as the season for crimes against the 
person—winter for crimes against 
property. 
And he listed "oppor­ 
tunity, social contacts, heat, cold 
and other factors” as "probables” 
In seasonal crime trends.

The President signed IO bills, 
vetoed I, approved 5 nominations, 
issued a proclamation of Citizen­ 
ship Day, approved two supple­ 
mental appropriations, accepted a 
resignation, sent nominations of 
IM postmasters to the Senate, and 
signed routine lists of Air Force 
promotions. 
The President had been up and 
had taken his daily walking exer­ 
cises before his visitors arrived.

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Churches, Labor Unions, Merchants 
Join Forces to Curb Sunday Business

WASHINGTON (^-Churches, la­ 
bor unions 
and merchants’ as­ 
sociations in many parts of the 
coon try are joining forces in an 
effort to curb the growing tend­ 
ency of retai1 stores to conduct 
"business as usual*1 on Sunday. 
Sunday selling, 
once 
confined 
largely to drug stores and delica­ 
tessens, has been spreading rapid­ 
ly into other lines of business dur­ 
ing the last few years. 
In many 
communities, the "Open on .Sun­ 
day" sign is now commonplace in 
automobile 
agencies, 
appliance, 
hardware and furniture stores, and 
even supermarkets. 
Both 
Protestant 
and Catholic 
leaders are alarmed by this new 
challenge to the already battered 
tradition of Sabbath observance. 
They consider it a far more funda­ 
mental 
threat 
to the church’s 
teachings than Sunday movies and 
baseball 
games, 
against which 
some religious groups fought a 
losing battle half a generation ago 
Sunday amusements could be de­ 
fended on 'he grounds that they 
were a form of rest, at .least for 
the audience. But liberal as well 
as conservative theologians can 
see no such justification for the 
seven day retail business week. 
It is, they feel, a clearcut denial 
of the ancient insight, incorporated 
in the third commandment and 
strongly supported by the findings 
of modern psychology, that man 


needs to set aside one day a week 
to refresh his spirit with worship 
and rest. 
Church crusades against Sunday 
selling are getting powerful sup­ 
port in some areas from labor 
unions and from businessmen who 
are suffering from "Open on Sun­ 
day" competition 
Such a three-way alliance was 
formed in Minneapolis, Minn., re­ 
cently 
when 
some 
large 
food 
stores tried to remove from union 
contracts provisions 
which pro­ 
hibit Sunday work. 
Union resist­ 
ance to the demand was backed 
up by the Retail Grocers Assn 
Then the churches got into ihe 
fight. The Coordinating Council of | 
the Methodist Church 
issued 
a 
strong statement calling on "the 
members of our churches in par­ 
ticular and society in general to 
refrain from all unnecessary busi­ 
ness activity on Sunday." Lutheran 
and 
Presbyterian 
churches 
fol­ 
lowed suit, and Minneapolis Bap­ 
tists went even further by urging 


I their members to boycott through­ 
out the week any store that re­ 
mained open on Sunday. 
Confronted with this storm of pro 
test, the food stores which had 
proposed Sunday operation backed 
down, at least temporarily, and 
dropped their demand for a change 
in union rules
